MANY LIVES LOST 
IN ALASKA WRECK 


More Than Thirty Believed to 
Have Perished When Coast 
Steamer Strikes Reef.

SINKS IN THREE MINUTES. 


Juneau, Alaska, Aug. 18.—Twenty-five or 
more passengers and seven members of the 
crew of the Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany’s steamer State of California perished 
shortly after 8 o'clock Sunday morning in 
Cambier bay. ninety miles south of Juneau, 
when the vessel struck an uncharted rock 
and sank in three minutes with many passen- 
gers imprisoned in their staterooms. 

The steamer left Seattle last Wednesday 
night for Skagway and way points. Travel 
to the north is unusually heavy on account 
of the stampede to the Shushanna gold field. 
The purser lost all of his records, and it is 
not possible to give a complete list of the 
missing.

Steamer’s Bottom Crushed In. 

A great hole was torn in the bottom of the 
State of California. The vessel and cargo, 
mail, and express, are a total loss. The ship 
was valued at $400,000. A number of horses 
for use on the Shushanna trail were lost. 

The steamship Jefferson of the Alaska 
steamship line, southbound, heard the wire- 
less call of the sinking steamship and turned 
back to rescue the survivors, who had taken 
to small boats and life rafts. Ten of the 
passengers had suffered so severely from 
exposure that it was necessary to take them 
to a hospital in Juneau for treatment. 


Steamer Thirty-four Years Old. 

The State of California, an iron steamship 
of 2,276 gross tons, was built at Philadelphia 
in 1879, and carried a crew of seventy-five 
men. For many years it had carried pas- 
sengers between Puget sound and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The wrecked vessel was commanded by 
Capt. Thomas H. Cann Jr., who had com- 
mand of the steamship Valencia on its last 
trip from Seattle to San Francisco, and 
who was transferred to another command 
when the Valencia reached that port, thus 
barely missing being on that steamer when 
it went ashore at | Beals, B. C., Jan.

Thaw tonight remains secluded in the hiding 
place to which he went after his escape from 
the state hospital for the insane at Mattea- 


wan yesterday. 

No definite trace has been uncovered. The 
clew which is the most promising is that 
Thaw has taken refuge in the New Jersey 
state hospital at Morris Plains. 

Dr. Britton D. Evans, head of the Morris 
Plains hospital and alienist who testified in 
behalf of Thaw at his trials for murder, 
visited the fugitive’s mother this evening in 
the Hotel Gotham. Later he talked at length 
with reporters and left them, despite his re- 
fusal to answer questions directly, with the 
Imp that he knew the whereabouts 
2 oe ef Thaw and probably had seen 
him in the course of the day. .

mobile He had made an appointment with 
Mrs. Thaw in the afternoon by telephone to 
call on her in the evening. He is thought 
to have taken to the aged woman definite 
word about her son and to have given her a 
description of Thaw since his escape from 
Matteawan. 

Dr. Evane was the object of many ques- 

tions. Summed up, his answers to questions 
bearing on the whereabouts of Thaw were as 
follows: 
“TI refuse to affirm or deny I have seen 
Harry Thaw, heard from him, or know 
Where he ie, or that he has been in my place 
in New Jerpey."’ 


Tries to Avoid Questions. 
When the direct question was asked him as 
to when he last had seen Thaw, he replied: 
“I can't tell you that. Really you must 
not ask me such a question. 

Has Thaw been in your place in Morris 
Plains?" 

Tou really are going too far.“ he an- 
swered quickly. He was not there when I 
left, and I don't expect to see him there when 


guest. I am certain that he is outside the 
state of New York and outside of this state he 
is perfectly safe. He cannot be extradited 
because of a disease. T have hundreds of 
such cases and I cannot get any of them back. 
“ Thaw,” the doctor said, never had para- 
noia. He never had systematized delusions. 
the foundation of paranoia. He was insane 
at the time of the killing of Stanford White, 
but he is sane now.“ 

In talking with Mrs. Thaw. the doctor said, 
he had assured her that her son was safe 
outside the state of New York and that she 
need have no fear of his ever being brought 
back. It ie understood that Dr. Evans will 
accompany Mrs. Thaw to her country place 
at Cresson, Pa., tomorrow. 


Mother Gets Note from Thaw. 
The only other information received today 
bore on Thaw’s intentions rather than his 
whereabouts. His mother received a 
scrawled note saying that he was going to 
take a rest before going to their country 
home in Cresson, Pa. This note was mailed 
in New York, presumably by one of Thaw's 
accomplices. 

Tonight Roger O'Mara, the Thaw detective, 
said in Pittsburgh that Thaw would be 
“home” in forty-eight hours, 

Although news of the walkout had gone to 
every city, town, village, and hamlet in the 
United States, the county and Matteawan 
hospital authorities had not received any 
definite word up to late tonight that Thaw 
or the two automobiles in which he made his 
escape or any of the five men who aided him 


had been seen. 


Fugitive Is Indicted. 
Although several lawyers have said Thaw 
cannot be brought back if he fe found in an- 
other state, District Attorney Edward A. 
Conger 0 #0 positive he can have Thaw 
brought back that he has had an indictmens 
brought against the fugitive and a warrant 
issued. 

The indictment is @ blanket indictment and 
covers seven men, Thaw, Barnum, the at- 
tendant, who is under arrest, Richard J. But- 
ler of New York, Eugene Duffy of New York, 
Roger Thompson, Michael O'Keefe, and 
Thomas Flood. also of New York, who are 
said to have been in the two rescue auto- 
mobiles. 

Mr. Conger said tonight he is positive Thaw 
and any of the others named in the indict- 
ment can de returned to New York If caught 
in another state.

Evidence adduced before the grand fury, 
upon which twenty-nine men already have 
been charged with baHot crimes, has dis- 
closed that Bartzen, State's Attorney Maclay

wholesale frauds. Hoyne is aiding Bartzen 
in opposing county board support of 
Northup. 


Northup “Calls” Bartzen. 

The special prosecutor, who for the first 
time made a personal appeal to the commis- 
sioners, intimated after the vote in the board 
had reguited in a tie, 6 to 6, that he would 
„all Bartsen's deflance and ask public 
spirited citizens to help him.

“ While I feel myself bound to proceed in 
this matter, regardiess of what compensation 
I may receive, or whether I receive any 
at all, I cannot ask other men to do so. So 
provision must be made at once for the pay- 
ment of my assistants, investigators, and 
other employés if this investigation is to 
continue. 


Encouragement for Indicted Men. 
The attitude of a part of your number in 


refusing to vote for an appropriation has 


resulted in a situation even more serious. 
Men now under indictment are being en- 
couraged in the belief they will never be 
prosecuted and that this investigation will 
soon end because of @ fixed and final deter- 
mination on the part of some of your number 
to prevent an appropriation. 

The investigation has established the fact 
that the election last November was attended 
by the commission of the most vicious and 
flagrant crimes and it is possible to identify 
and prosecute successfully the men who com- 
mitted them. An appropriation by you in aid 
of this investigation Is necessary to make it 
so complete and thorougn that it should 
serve as a deterrent for many years to come 
against the repetition of such crimes." 


“Calamity to Stop Now.” 
“Why didn’t you make some arrangements 
for your pay before you started?" inquired 
Bartsen. 

“After my appointment and after three 
judges had asked for this appropriation 1 
thought I should proceed and am more con- 
vinced than ever now that I took the proper 
course,” the attorney retorted.

U. S. ENVOY GIVEN PASSPORTS. 

In fact it is understood that Nelsoa 
O’Shaughnessy, the chargé of the embassy, 
was given his passports early this morn- 
ing. 

Sefior Urrutia, minister of the interior, 
who on previous occasions has been the 
spokesman for the administration, was the 
person chosen to make the announcement 

of the midnight ultimatum. | 

Sefior Urrutia refused to give out the text 
of the correspondence between Mr. Ling 
and the Mexican government, but confirmed 
the fact that an exchange of notes had taken 
place. 

NOTES SENT TO WASHINGTON. 

Two notes from Mexico have been for- 
warded to Wasbington. The first was a 
reply to that delivered by Mr. Lind. This 
note included the demand for recognition of 
Mexico. 

The second note was sent direct to Wash- 
ington and demanded that a reply to the 
previous note be made before midnight. 

One official in discussing this latter noted 
said that Mexico had reached the point 
where she either must bow her head in hu- 
miliation before the United States or adopt 
an attitude of defiance. The first contingen- 
cy, he added, was regarded as Impossible. 


HUERTA REJECTS MEDIATION. 

Huerta, replying yesterday to Presi- 
dent Wilson's note, which was recently de 
livered to the Mexican government througu 
ex-Gov. John Lind, refused mediation in the 
Mexican situation or any similar suggestion 
made by a foreign government. Mr. Lind has 
forwarded Gen. Huerta's answer to Wash- 
ington and is awaiting a reply. 

Huerta in his reply told the United States 
that he would tolerate no interference, even 
though that interference might be charac- 
terized as friendly mediation. 

The character of the reply of Washington 
to President Huerta’s note will determine 
the next action in the internationa! drama. 

LIND RECEIVES AS COURTESY. 

It appears that the Mexican gor 
ernment’s unofficial reception of Mr. Lind 
by Minister of Foreign Affairs Gamboa and 
the acceptance by the foreign secretary of 
Mr. Lind’s preliminary note was merely an 
example of international courtesy, due per- 
haps to a desire of President Huerta to 
make clear his record in developing events. 

Those most intimate with Huerta said 
that in their opinion Huerta had voiced his 
sentiments fully and unalterably when he 
stated publicly more than a week ago that, 
he would brook no interference in the word 
of pacifying Mexico, 

REBELS MAY GET ARMS. 

It is believed here that President Huertas 
attitude is likely to result in the early adop- 
tion of a policy of absolute noninterference 
on the part of the United States, which prob- 
ably will involve the lifting of the embargo 
against the importation of arms and ammu- 
nition by the rebels.

It is suggested he may refuse longer to 
recognize United States diplomatic officers | 
in Mexico. No confirmation of this report 
was obtainable here tonight. 

If Huerta has adopted this defiant atti- . 


amount to the severing of diplomatic rela- 
tions. In refusing to recognize American 


diplomatic officers in Mexico City Huerta 
would force the situation to a crisis. 

The United States has not, of course, ex- 
tended recognition to any of Huerta’s repre- 
sentatives in Washington. 


IND TRANSMITS REPLY, 


The Huerta government's rejection of the 
suggestions made by the United States for 
a peaceful solution of the Mexican revolu- 
tion means that the administration is as far 
as ever from a solution of its Mexican prob- 
lem. 

President Wilson is now thrown beck 
upon his resources to create some new pol- 
icy for bringing peace to Mexico and pro- 
tection to American interests there as an 
alternative to armed intervention by the 
United States. 

The president considered the Mexican re- 
ply at a long conference with Secretary 
Bryan and Counselor John Basset Moore 


this afternoon. 


It can be stated that he is not considering 4 


intervention as the next step by this govern- 
ment. 

There are good reasons for believing to- 
night that the president will make an effort 
to procure the withdrawal of the refusal 
which came from Huerta today by refusing 


to regard it as final. 
WILSON HAS TWO PLANS. 


Failing in this President Wilson may 
fall back on two courses, according to 
those who have followed his lines of 


thought closely throughout the Mexican 


crisis. ° 

He may inform the governments of the 
world of the effort he has made to settle 
Mexican affairs, urge all Americans to 
withdraw from Mexico, permit the indie- 


_ eriminate shipment of arms and munitions 


to the federals and revolutionists iff the 
hope that they may be able to work out 
their own salvation through war and difé- 
claim all responsibility as far as the 
United States is concerned for what may 
happen in Mexico. 

On the other hand he may . the 
negotiations with Huerta through Lind in 
the ‘hope of arrival t some method for 
establishing order peaceably. 


HUERTA WINS AT DIPLOMAOY, 


It is recognized tonight that the president 
has lost the tactical advantage he would 


have had before fhe world had he made pub- | 


lie the American note at the time it was 
communicated to Huerta. This was the 
president’s original plan and announcement 
of it was made at the time former Gov. Lind 
was dispatched to Mexico, 

The president realized that, having pub- 
lished to the world the text of the appeal he 
made to Huerta to consent to mediation, he 
would have had the strong moral support of 
the powers for his proposal pending a decision 
by Huerta. It is certain that had this step 
been taken a pressure would have been ex- 
erted upon the Mexican president from all 
over the world, and probably from the Mex- 
ican public itself, that he accept the plan. 


HUERTA’S REQUEST A COUP? 

Huerta outplayed the United States by de- 
priving her of this advantage. He re- 
quested that President Wilson withhold the 
publication of his note until it could be pon- 
dered over at Mexico City and asked that 
his permission be secured before the note 
was given out. 

This request from Huerta reached Wash- 
ington at the most delicate stage of the ne- 
gotiations. So great was the president's 
desire to procure a favorable consideratiou 
of his plan by Huerta and so anxious was he 
not to allow any technical consideration to 
stand in the way of it that he consented to 
forego that portion of his original plan 
which involved the publication of his note, 
This much was admitted in official circles 
today. 


NO PRESSURE ON HUERTA. 

The result of this agreement by the 
president is that Huerta was enabled to 
give a brief consideration to the American 
note, untroubled by any pressure except 
that of the opinions of his confidential ad- 
visers, abd to send his refusal to Wash- 
-ington today confident that it will make 
little difference to him now whether the 
note is published at all.

In all likelihood today’s events mean 
the end of any dealings’ with the Huerta 
officials. Though there was much talk in 
official circles of lifting the embargo on 
arms and permitting the constitutional- 
ists to get the munitions of war with 
which they claim they can soon over- 
throw the Huepta administration, it is 
likely such a policy will be carefully con- 
sidered in the senate before any action is 
taken. | 

A strong sentiment in favor of giving 
the constitutionalists arms on an equality 
with the Huerta faction exists in the 
senate. President Wilson is said to be op- 
posed to such a measure, as it is bot a 
move in the direction of peace, but he has 
not finally made up his mind on the sub- 
ject. | 


BACON MAKES STATEMENT. 

Senator Bacon, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, was informed by the 
state department of the rejection of the 
American communication by Huerta. He 
made this statement on the situation: 

“ Whatever the result of thé present ne- 
gotiations, the American people will be con- 
scious of the fact that the president has 
done his full duty in trying to bring about 
a satisfactory solution of the trouble in 
Mexico. Foreign governments will realize 
also that the United States has shown its 
friendly intenffons toward a neighboring 
republic. 

“TI am particularly gratified to know and 
to have the public realize the earnestness 
with which the Republican senators, with 
a very few exceptions, have upheld the 
hands of the president. 

ALL PARTIES SUPPORT WILSON, 

It is through a continuation of such co- 
operation that we will be able to carry out 
our foreign policy in the Mexican situation. 
Fortunately, there has been no disposition 
to draw party lines, Republicans being just 
as zealous as the Democrats, striving ear- 
nestly to handle the question on a broad, 
patriotic basis. Speeches by Republican 
senators have borne.testimony to the fact, 
and the utterances of Democrats on the 
floor of the senate have at no time shown 
partisanship. 

“The president’s recent conference with 
the entire senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions resulted in a strong feeling of codpera- 
tion, which we hope will continue. He is 
conferring daily. with senators, regardless of 
party, which mean that the American gov- 
ernment is moving with a single patriotic 
purpose in a delicate interna tional affair.“ 

PAGE APOLOGIZES TO BRITAIN. 

LONDON, Aug. 18.— Walter Hines 
Page, the American ambassador, called at 
the foreign office this afternoon and ten- 
dered to the foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, the regret of the American govern- 
ment for the recent attack made on the 
British foreign) office by Henry Lane Wil- 
son, United States ambassador to Mexico, 

The incident is now regarded as closed. 


The situation between the United States 
and Mexico has been tense ever since Huerta 
became president after his coup d'etat and 
the assassination of Madero.

ORE than twenty years ago a group 
of publie spirited men, looking into 

the future, determined that an effort, at 

least, should be made to break the fetters 
which were already beginning to throttle 
the commerce of the city. In this original 


group were bankers, big business men, and | 


prominent corporation lawyers. - They. 
took out a: charter for a belt live railroad 
and got right of way all along the water 
front, where the big ocean steamers land 
their cargoes. This projected belt line 
also tapped the territory where most of 
the big factories were located. 

Because they had little confidence in the 
city administration, and feared at the 
game time the hand of the Pennsylvania, 
they asked no favors, got no help from 
the city hall. They realized ‘that an or- 


dinance giving the city control of the belt: 


line, whichamight be passed by one ad- 
ministration, might as easily be repealed 
by the next. And they were determined 
that the belt line, intended to give all 
railroads an equal opportunity to enter 
the city and reach the water front, should 
always remain in the public control. 
Accordingly, their charter provides that 
51 per-cent of the, stock shall be placed 
in the hands of certain trust companies 
and banks as trustees, and shall be by 
them administered in the name and for the 
benefit of the people of Philadelphia, 
NCE the belt line was chartered and 
the right of way secured other rail- 
roads, anxious to secure a share of the 
huge Philadelphia tonnage, were glad to 
furnish the money to build part of the 
road. Something like sixteen miles of 
tracks were laid, and have been in opera- 
tion for a long time. But years ago the 
corporations chiefly interested secured the 


— 


repeal of the laws which gave the belt 
line its right of way into the city. It was | 
left practically without beginning or end, 
but the men who started it never lost 
hope. 

When under the persuasive influence of 
the national government the Pennsylvania 
sold its stock and lost control of the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Reading, so that 
these three roads might again become 


‘real rivals, the city administration began 
negotiations. One of the most important 


provisions of the agreement finally reached 
is that in the place of the present frag- 
mentary belt line and the separate freight 
tracks which cut up the city, a great belt 
line system is to be built, four tracks to 
be immediately laid down by the railroad 
companies, with adjacent right of way for 
two additional tracks, to be owned by the 
municipal company. 
It is also provided that the four tracks 
to be built immediately shall be open on 
equal terms to all comers, any railroad 
company having the right to run its cars 
over the line on payment of a moderate 
rental, the terms of which are fixed in ad- 
vance, This provides an open railroad 
gateway to all the private and public 
docks and wharves, as well as to the 
great factory district of the city.

LREADY a movement is under way 
to secure the entrance of other rail- 
roads into Philadelphia, so long bottled up. 
The building of the municipal docks and 
piers along the tidewater front of the 
Delaware river is expected to greatly in- 
crease the number of ships which bring 
their cargoes to the city and which have 
hitherto been forced to patronize the 
Pennsylvania or to stay away. ;

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PLAN TO METER 


ALL WATER PIPES 


Report to Be Submitted to 
Council for Citywide 
Measured Service. ;i¥ 


CHANGE TO AFFECT 300,000. 


Only 17,000—Mostly Business 
Firms—Now Pay for Exact 
Amount Used. 


Plans to place a water meter on every 
service pipe in the city were announced yes- 
terday by William J. McCourt, superintend- 
ent of the city water bureau, who said that 
a report is being prepared for submission 
to the city council. lawrence E. McGann, 
commissioner of public works, has made the 
same suggestion to the city council, but Mr. 
Medcourt's statement was the first intimation 
that arrangements were being made to draft 
an ordinance and put the plan ip effect. 

About 17,000 service pipes, mostly those 
through which business firms are supplied, 
have meters attached, and if the present 
plans are completed about 300,000 users, a 
majority being owners of flats and resi- 
dences, will no longer be the beneficiaries 
of the flat rate system. 

“We will have less water to pump if 
service pipes are all metered,“ Mr. McCourt 
said yesterday. There will be less likeli- 
hood of wastetthrough leaking plumbing, ex- 
cessive sprinkling, and other wasteful prac- 
Aices when the owner has to pay for every 
drop of water used on his premises. I don't 
believe the rates to the careful user will be 
any greater than at present under the pro- 
posed change.“ 

In 1912 the water department revenue was 
$6,250,000 and expenditures amounted to 
$7,143,000. In the city 172,000,000,000 gallons 
of water were used and complaints of lack 
of service were frequent in neighborhoods 
where wasteful practices were indulged in. 
Mr. McCourt said that experts have found 
that 20.8 per cent less water would be used 
under an exclusive meter system. p

GIVES STATUS OF TWO MEN 


Board of Building Trustees Ig- 
nores Former Boss; Refuses 
to Meet with Him.

Albany, N. T., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Wwhen 
the assembly of New York state voted last 
week to impeach William Sulzer as governor 
Lieut. Gov. Martin H. Glynn automatically 
succeeded to the governorship and will con- 
tinue to hold that office until Gov. Sulzer is 
acquitted or the impeachment proceedings 
are dismissed by the co af impeachment. 
An opinion to that effect was given today 
by Attorney General EEN to Secretary 
of State Mitchell 

In the same Mr. Carmody holds 
that the power of impeachment may be exer- 
cleed at any time the assembly may de- 
termine upon and for that reason the as- 
sembly acted within its legal rights when it 
voted in favor of impeachment proceedings 
despite the fact that the legislature is con- 
vened in extraordinary session. 

The attorney general's opinion is expected 
to have an important bearing on the contro- 
versy concerning who is governor of New 
York state. It is customary for state de- 
partments to adhere to the opinion of the

governor pending trial and determination of 


atthiney! ‘general until wet aside by the 
courts. 


The opinion was given if response to the 
following inquiry: 

“After impeachment of the governor by 
the assembly made at the time of an 
extraordinary session of the legislature what 
is the status of the governor and lieutenant 


the impeachment charges.” 
Mr. Carmody laid down the following prin- 
ciples of law: 

After the impeachment of the gov- 
ernor by the assembly the powers and 
duties of the offive devolve upon the lieu- 
tenant governor until the disability shall 
cease. 

The term “impeachment” is used in 
this connection in its ordimary sense and 
means the presentation of charges. 

The assembly is not precluded from the 
exercise of its constitutional powers by 
the fact that at the time the legislature o? 
which it forms the part is convened in 
extraordinary session for other purposes. 


No Meeting of Trustees. 

Acting Governor Glynn and his legal ad- 
visers today changed their mind regarding 
the holding of a meeting ef the board of 
trustees of public buildings. It was decided 
not to hold the meeting watil tomorrow or 
later, after getting an opinion from the at- 
torney general that it was rot necessary for 
the trustees to meet at the time. 

Acting Governor Glynn expects State 
Architect Pilcher, after tabulating these 
bids, will submit them to Mr. Glynn, Acting 
Lieutenant Governor Wagner and Speaker of 
the Assembly Smith for action instead of to 
Gov. Sulzer.

BACK TO THE HOME. 
The tronblesome city youngster who keeps 


probation officers on the jump and makes 
a day on the bench in a Juvenile court an 


extremely strenuous affair, is not a robust 


child who turns to mischief as an outlet for 
a superabundance of energy. He is, on the 


contrary, a child who most often is on the 
lower grade physically. He is pretty gen- 
erally anemic. There isa close relationship 
between delinquency and ill health. 

These are the conclusions reached by the 
“department of research” of the Minne- 
apolis Juvenile court. The delinquents 
brought into that court are studied individu- 
ally by the department. The conclusions 
this study leads to are put forth in an article 
on the subject in the current issue of the 
American Review of Reviews. Broadly 
speaking, the writer of the article asserts 
that the delinquent boy is more sinned 
against than sinner. He comes from a home 
that is defective in all training, wanting in 
proper standards of decency and authority. 
To reform such a delinquent boy it is often 
necessary, the writer asserts, to begin, not 
with the child personally, but with his home, 
with his parents, with their mode of living. 

This is no longer a new or startling view 
to take of the juvenile offender. ' But it is « 
view that is well worth emphasizing. It 
is just because of the close relationship be- 


‘tween delinquency and ill health that the 


system of probation now in force in most 
cities must not only be kept up but extended. 
The eradication of delinquency should begin 
with the reformation of the home that is 
' but a travesty upon its name.

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BABY WELFARE WORK. 

_ N reading the story of the infant welfare 
work in New York City the thought 
arises that we should save so much if we 
were to accept the conclusions of the 

experienced instead of traveling over for 
3 the steps leading to more efficient, 


76 the New York health department: 
began its baby work with a staff of physi- 
cians to help care for the sick babies in July 
and August, 

In 1908, as health commissioner of Chi-: 
cago, I began the baby welfare workin Chi- 
eago at the exact point in evolution where 
New York had started in 1876. 

The Chicago agencies have traveled rap- 
idly since 1908, The methods used in 1913 
— ‘the Infant Welfare society, the Eliza- 

th McCormick Memorial fund, and the 
3 department are nearly abreast of the

Woe have- traveled rapidly in five years, 
thanks to the blazing of the way by other 
cities, but had we started in 1908 at the 
point at which New hits then was we might

There are a W communities in 
America just beginning or contemplating 
welfare work, How much would they gain 
if they could short cut to the present state 
of the art! The essential of the present 
state of the art is to keep the babies from 
getting sick and to get care for the Babies 
the first day after the bowels get loose. 

Instructions in baby care are carried to 
the mother a few days after baby is born. 
A part of this is done by visiting nurses. 
New York City has 140 nurses doing that 
work. A part of it is done through the pub- 
lic schools. 

Infant welfare bulletins are about as good 
readers as the schools can adopt. Little 
Mothers’ leagues serve as an additional 
method of getting word on how to keep the 
baby to the mother athome. Inthe summer 
the number of nurses is doubled. Each nurse 
has 150 babies on her list. She scouts 
around looking for beginning bowel dia- 
turbance as well as instructing mothers. 


— 

The city maintains fifty-five milk depots. 
The milk sold at these depots is guaranteed 
to be right at the time of sale. At these 
milk stations in 1912 38,000 babies were 
treated and 1,600,000 quarts of milk were 
sold. 

In addition the health department de- 
mands that the general milk and cream 6up- 
ply shall be pasteurized. In 191250 per cent 
of the total milk supply, 900,000 quarte a 
day, was pasteurized. 

As another measure the department 
strenuously fought the selling of loose or 
dipped milk. 

The result of these activities was that the 
New York City baby death rate in 1912 was 
105, and that of the state outside of the 
city was 114.

ENRY LANE WILSON is not the 
only foreign envoy in Mexico who 
has been withdrawn for expressing 
what is now regarded as undue sym- 
pathy for President Huerta. England 
has superseded its minister plenipotentiary, 
Francis Strong, who has been there barely 
two years, and has appointed in his place Sir 
Lionel.Carden, who has ar American wife. 
According to Bernardo de Cologan, Marquis 
de la Candia, the Spanish plenipotentiary, 
and now dear df the diplomatic corps in 
Mexico, he himself drew up, in conjunction 
with Francis Strorg, the speech which was 
afterwards read by Ambassador Henry Lane 
Wilson, as then ranking officer of the diplo- 
matic corps—that speech to which not only 
the present chief magistrate of the United 
States took exception, but which was also 
publiciv deprecated by the British govern- 
ment last week. 

In view of all the turmoil, rebellion, blood- 
shed and devastation which has taken place 
in Mexico ever since the cuwnfall of Fresi- 
dent Diaz, the foreign envoys who had lived 
through it all, and who regarded themselves 
as prematurely intrusted with the protec- 
tion of the lives and property of their fellow 
countrymen, may be well excused, if driven 
almost to their wits’ ends by appeals from 
their compatriots in Mexico, they were 
ready to give a partial recognition to any de 
facto government that seemed to offer some 
prospect for the speedy restoration of law 
and order. 

It must not be forgotten that the envoys 
in Mexico had lived throug’ all these trou- 
bled times, and that, though better quall- 


‘fled by experience of locai conditions to de- 


clee upon what wes most politic at the time, 
they could not have the same calm, dispas- 
sionate judgment as those who had remained 
in perfect safety at Washington and in 
Downing street.

Francis Strong is a brother of Sir James 
Henry Strong of Tynan abbey, County 
Arme gn, holder of a baronetcy which was 
bestowed upon the Rev. James Strong, a 
sporting parson of great territorial pos- 
sessions and much political influence in 1803 
for his services in helping to bring about 
the uniow between England and Ireland. 

The second baronet waz one of the gentle- 
men in waiting to the prirce regent, and 
the fanily has always been identified with 
Ireland, alihough it originally halled from 
Scotland, and was flourishing at Baleaske 
in Fifeshire in 1363. 

The first to establish himself in Ireland 
was Matthew Strong, who was warden of 
Lifford in County Denegal at the end of 
the seventeenth century. 

On his mother’s side Francis Strong is 
descended from the patriotic Lord Charle- 
mont of Irish Volunteer renown, and is 
married to @ lady of the Fraser of Saltoun 
family.

It has the rest- 
lessness of all epicenity. The Hound of Heaven’ 
is a Hydra, a work perhape not lacking in genius, 
but as music ugly, in thought medieval—as a whole 
graceless. Those who believe in the Spirit of Man. 
which is the spirit of the modern scientific world, 
as it was of Shakespeare, can find little invigora- 
tion in the Thompsoniam reaffirmation of cloietral 
cosmogony and but poor comfort in the verbal 
virtuosity of his inspiration. That he had power, 
insight, and, at times, an astonishing beauty and 
felicity of expression, all this we may grant; yet, 
in sum, as he was not himself of this world, so 
neither in sympathy nor in melody, is he with iu. 
A somewhat unctuous adulation of the dend 
poet prevails today, which soon must give way tea 
truer perspective. Men who write of the cathedral 
orchestration of Thompson's anthems may be 
right. I cannot follow criticism with such assenta- 
tion, The world moves, as we know, pace the eccle- 
siastics, but Thompson was the reed-pipe of neo- 
medievalism, and not.of the sane Burne-Jones- 
cum-~Morris school. Personally, I cannot but believe 
that posterity will omit the simile of the organ.

The essentail thing, to my mind, in reducing 
the high cost of living, is shopping about, 
where one. market attracts its patrons by 
the reduced cost of certain articles it will 
profit by other sales at regular prices. The 
use of foods in season is another sure way 
to reduce expenses. When prices of foods are 
low, use them plentifully; when high, spar- 
ingly. Eggs in February cost twice as much 
as now. Therefore, custards, souffles, etc., 
were an extravagance a year ago, whereas 
now they cost less than cream desserts or 
pastries. 

Salads are palatable and nutritious and are 
less costly than desserts. Entrées, likewise, 
made from leftovers, attractively served, are 
appetizing and obviate the need of some more 
expensive course at dinner. Hot breads, such 
as cornbread, graham, or white baking powder 
biscuit, served perhaps with honey. or mar- 
malade, will render attractive an otherwise 
slim repast, and with practically no additional 
cost.

I do my housework, wash- 
ing. and baking. We eat good, wholesome food, 
such as baked beans, brown bread, and eggs, 
but very little meat, and we drink quite a bit 
of buttermilk.

A MURDER VICTIM 


Coroner’s Jury Brings in Ver- 
diet Lumberman Was Shot 
to Death in Home. 


SAYS SON ASKED SECRECY 


Duluth, Minn:, Aug. 18.—Murder was the 
verdict returned late today by the coroner’s 
jury which investigated the death of John 
McAlpine, Duluth's wealthy lumberman, 
fourd shot to death in the basement of his 
east end home last Friday morning. 

The jury finds that death was caused by 
a gunshot wound in the head, the weapon 
being in the hands of persons unknown. 

During the unraveling of the circum- 
stances surrounding the mysterious killing 
today it became more and more apparent 
that the lumberman did not meet death 
either by his own hand or accidentally. The 
case is the most puzzling and baffling which 
has confronted the local police for years. 
The next official body to take up the mur- 
‘der mystery probably will be the grand 
jury, which meets in September. 


Describes Murder Scene Visit. 

Interest at the inquest centered about the 
testimony of Dr. James McAuliffe, deputy 
coroner, who was twice summoned to the 
scene, Dale McAlpine, the son, and Mrs. 
Alice McAlpine, the daughter-in-law. 

Twice did Dale McAlpine urge earnestly 
upon Dr. McAuliffe that under no cireum- 
stances should he tell his mother that his 
father had been shot, according to Dr. Mc- 
Auliffe’s testimony. The first time was upon 
the conclusion of his early morning visit and 
the second time was ‘when he called after 
having learned at the morgue that McAlpine 
had a bullet wound in the head. 

Later, on the stand, Dale McAlpine stated 
the the first he knew his father had been 
shot was when he was told some time in the 
‘forenoon, about 11 o’tlock. Dr. McAuliffe 
stated that both his visits were prior to that 
time.

Conservatives Parry with Charge 
That Tammany Is Behind 
Fight Against Wilson 
Measure. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[8pecial. }— 
Charging that the currency bill is the product 
of the friends of the money trust, the in- 
surgents kept the caucus of house Democrats 
in a turmoil today and imbued the conserva- 
tives with renewed fears for the safety of 
the administration measure. 

Such strength did the insurgents demon- 
strate that there is mvch speculation to- 
night on a possible split in the Democratk 
party like that reeulting from insurgency 
in the Republican party. 

Representative Callaway of Texas, fol- 
lowing the leadership of Representative 
Henry, chief insurgent, challenged Chair- 
man Glass of the banking committee to dis- 
close the real authors of the bill. 

He asserted that the men who drew up 
the measure were John V. Farwell of Chi- 
cago, president of the National Business 
league, and Francis Lynde Stetson of New 
York, for many years the personal attorney 
of the late J. Pierpont Morgan. Callaway 
characterized Mr. Farwell as one of the 
western representatives of the house of 
Norgan. 


Calls Bill Work of Wilson. 

„I never heard of Mr. Stetson until this 
minute Chairman Glass said in reply. I 
do not even know his business nor do I know 
where he resides. Mr. Farwell had nothing 
to do with the preparation of the measure. It 
is the work of President Wilson, Secretary 
McA4oo, and myself, working in conjunction 
mith experts retained by the banking and 
currency committee. 

Other members explained thet Mr. Ferwell 
had stated his views before the committee, 
that he ls a member of the banking com- 

mittee of the na tonal chamber of commeres 
which recommended numerous changes in the 
bill, some of which were adopted, and that 
as president of the National Business league 
he had urged still further amendment. The 
committee turned a deaf ear to the modifica- 
tion of the reserve requirements, which was 
the principal change proposed by the league. 
Callaway said the bill is bad in principle and 
will prove vicious in practice and wound up by 
aseerting that any Democrat who hed offered 
it. without the indorsement of President

Dream“ by Senator. 


DEATH TO WOMANHOOD? 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—Senator Till- 
man pitched into woman suffrage in a senate 
speech today. 

It is a beautiful dream.“ he said, that 
female suffrage will purify politics. The 
vital and important thing for us to consider 
is the effect on women themselves. We had 
better endure the evils of corpuption in poli- 
tics and debauchery in our government 
rather than bring about a condition which 
will mar the beauty and dim the luster of 
the glorious womanhood to which we have 
been accustomed all our lives. 

IJ am so thoroughly a convert to the belief 
that you cannot touch pitch without being 
defiled that I shudder to think of the conse- 
quences to the womanhood of America 
should suffrage become universal, taking in 
both sexes and all races. Yet the experi- 
ment is going to be tried, I fear.“ 


No Problem for “Old Fogies.”’ 

Senator Tillman said the demand of women 
for suffrage was growing too fast to de 
stopped by old fogies like himself, and 
that it was apparent the men of the country 
would give them what they demanded, even 
though it be to their ultimate injury. 

“I believe woman will improve politics,“ 
he said, ‘ but ultimately politics will destroy 
her as we know her, and love her, and when 
our good women are no longer to be found 
and we have lost the breed, the doom of the

FOR 83 CREDITORS 


Former Broker Has Lapses of 
Memory Regarding Deals 
In Securities. 


OWES HIS MOTHER $60,000 


Asserts Father-in-Law Repeatedly 
Demanded He Meet Big 
Notes. 


GIVEN TIME TO LOOK OVER BOOKS 


A list of creditors of Francia G. Porter, al- 
leged bankrupt and former partner in the 
dissolved brokerage firm of Smart, Porter 
& Co., was filed yesterday in the United 
States District court. 

The list contains the names of eighty-three 
individuals, banks, firms, and corporations 
having claims against Porter ranging from 
small amounts to $60,000. The $60,000 is 
claimed by the former broker's mother, Mrs. 
Ida E. Porter, 4243 Sheridan road, said to be 
the largest creditor. The list was prepared 
in the office of Attorney Elbridge Hanecy, 
counsel for the alleged bankrupt, and sworn 
to by Porter. The amount due each creditor 
was not given, but the lawyers in the case 
estimate the liabilities will run more than 


$200,000. 

By order of Referee Frank L. Wean, who 
presided at the bankruptcy hearing, copies of 
the list of creditors were turned over to At- 
torneys Herman Frank and Harry J. Lurie, 
counsel for James W. Taylor, receiver.

Porter’s Memory Fails. 
Porter was the only witness examined at 
the bankruptcy hearing. Attorney Frank 
conducted the examination. Porter took the 
standing smiling. Regarding his stock deals 
and other transactions he displayed frequent 
lapses of memory. 
He was unable, he said, to give the detailg 
of his financial deals until he had time te 
lock over his papers and memoranda, so 
Referee Wean continued the hearing until 
neut Monday. 
At the opening of the hearing Attorney 
Hanecy objected to any statements of law- 
yors representing creditors that criminal 
proceedings may be institated unless Porter 
makes good on certain stocks turned over 
to him for investment. 
My friend, Walter H. Eckert, is reported 
as saying that criminal proceedings may be 
started. said Mr. Hanecy. Ot course we 
have our remedy in civil action, but we don't 
want to go into that. There has been no 
adjudication in this case. We said we would 
pre duce Porter and we have done 30.“ 


Born in Illinois 32 Years Ago. 
Porter said he was born in Ulnioig thirty 
two years ago and came to Chicago when 
he was 6 years old. He said he formed with 
Richard H.eSmart the brokerage firm of 
Smart, Porter & Co. in June, 1910, Porter 
providing the capital of $10,500 and Smart 
his experience.“ According to their verbal 
agreement, Porter was to own the invest- 
ment and both partners were to share the 
profits alike, he said. 

Each, Porter said, drew about $500 a month 
for themselves. He figured they had drawn 
a total of about $35,000 out of the business 
Since it was started. He said Smart had a 
seat on the board of trade and he himseif 
was a member both of the board of trade and 
of the Chicago stock exchange. 

He said he formerly was president of the 
Rubber Textile Paper company, now de- 
funct, in which he had about $10,000 worth 
of stock. This stock, he said, is worthless. 
A block of about $5,000 worth of stock of 
the American Stamping and Embossing com- 
pany, also out of business, was also without 
value, he thought. 


Says Wacker Spoke for Him. 
Porter’s principal loans, it developed, were 
made on the strength of large blocks of stock 
of the Stover Manufacturing company of 
Freeport, lll. This stock was turned over 
to him for investment. The Corn Exchange 
National bank gave him e loan on about 
fifty shares at the rate of $150 a share. He 
said he thought the stock was worth be- 
tween $800 and $400 a share. This loan, he 
said, he obtained from Vice President D. A. 
Moulton, after having been introduced te 
him by Charles H. Wacker. : 

The Harriman National bank of New York 
holds forty-five shares of the same security. 
Porter said his original loan at that bank 
was $17,500. This deal, he said, was negoti- 
ated for him by W. T. Perkins, assistant

Governor Says Trouble in Live 
Stock Department Was 
Exaggerated. 


Method of Purchase of Hogs for 
Cholera Serum Test Will 
Be Searched. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 
Danville, Ill. Aug. eM Gant aca Fa 
Dunne branded as grossly exaggerated "’ 
story printed this morning in a Chicago * 
per that a big scandal has been uncovered in 
the state live stock department. 
Gov. Dunne, who is in Danville to welcome, 
on behalf of the state, the Indiana regi- 
ments of the Knights of Pythias to the joint 
encampment of the Indiana and Illinois bri- 
gades, said there is an investigation under 
way. but that no grounds exist, so far as he 
is informed? for the assertion that there has 
been misuse of $75,000 in funds appropriated 
to the live stock board. 
There may be irregularities, Iam in- 
formed.“ Gov. Dunne said, but certainly 
not to the extent of $75,000. The report may 
be made to me this week before I depart for 
Colorado, possibly tomorrow at Springfield.”’ 


Serum Fund Under Inquiry. 

The identity of the investigators was nat 
revealed by the executive. The particular 
matter eee is the use of 
funds appropriated for the purchase of hogs 
used for experimental purposes and for the 
production of hog cholera serum at the state 
experimental station. 

The plant, which is regarded as the most 
progressive and farthest advanced of any 
similar institution in the United States, has 
for its purpose the preparation of serum by 
which hog cholera ca be checked and 
eventually prevented in the state. 

The idea of the plant is to buy razorback "’ 
hogs, feed them up on prepared foods in a 
well established line of barns and pens main- 
tained at the experimental station and inocu- 
late them with the cholera virus. The anti- 
toxin serum is produced at the ends of their 
curly little tails, which are chopped off bit 
by bit, the serum caught and bottled up and 
shipped out to the farmers over the state. 
Scientifically the arrangement is said to be 
correct. 


Irregularities in Purchase? 

The suggestion of irregularities has to do 
with the purchasing of hogs, supposedly for 
the purpose of inoculation, and the disgpsal 
ofthe same. The inoculated, after the serum 
had been removed via their tails, are fat- 
tened properly for the market. The charge 
which it is understood will be made is that 
hogs have been bought and sold without par- 
ticular attention to the scientific necessities 
of the animals. 

A source of information close to Gov. Dunne 
said today that at least nine states have 
quarantined against Illinois, and that the 
first result of the disclosure of that situation
